of commerce are not greatly different

session. These plans provide

general way for the appointment by 
the president, with the approval of tho 
senate, of a commission of woven mem-

This commis- 
sion would have the same control over 
tho banking la.ws as is exercised by the 
Inln-stato commerce commission over 
transportation laws. It. would be non- 
par!

Tells Conference on Eace 


Issue Negro Must Solve 


Eace Question. 


Nashville, Teun., Nov. 12.—The sec- 


ond annual session of the Southern 
Immigration and Quarantine confer- 
ence was called to order today at the 
capital. The conference was organized 
a year ago at Chattanooga and its ef- 
forts resulte 1 indirectly in the enact- 
ment of better quarantine regulations 
by the federal government. This year 
the necessity for quarantine is not as 
pressing as it was last fall and that 
question, while it will be discussed to 
some extent, will 
give away to the 


question of immigration. 


The real purpose of the conference 


is to bring about a more equitable 
distribution of the immigrants who 
reach the United States from foreign 
shores. The idle negro class causes 
some apprehension in the minds of 
immigrants, according 
to those be- 


lieved to he well Informed, and this 
operates against the south receiving 
what it, thinks is its proper share of 
laborers from abroad. 


Various plans are suggested for rid- 


ding the south of its worthless ne- 
groes and the race question, there- 
fore, was early injected into the dis- 
cussion. 


Governor Heyv/ard's Address, 


Governor D. C. Heyward. of South 


Carolina, opened his address, which 
was the feature of the morning ses- 
sion. 


Too Much Theorizing. 


Governor Hey ward *?'•*. the coming 


of immigrants 
to 
the south had a 


bearing upon the practical and direct 
solution of the race problem. 
There 


hail been too much theorizing; It was 
time for action. He said: 


"Any solution of our nice problem 


in the south lies as much with the ne 
e;ro as with the white man. but one o 
Iho greatest, barriers to any advance 
ment of the negro is his natural in 
dolence. This explains his failure to 
use his opportunity 
and in this he 


alone Is responsible for the disastrous 
results which follow. The white race 
is the predominant race and the negro 
must understand once for all that, the 
bounds of the social and political ques 
tlons will be determined by the whit 
man alone and by the white man's 
code. 
He has a right to expect that 


his civil status should be the same In 
every respect, as is that of the white 
man. 
A proper understanding of these 


fundamental principles by the negro— 
and there is no reason why he should 
not. understand—would be a long step 
in the right direction. If he refuses to 
adjust himself to these inflexible con- 
ditions, then the negro will have to 
go."

La port c. Ind.. Nov. 12.—Later re- 


ports from the scene of the Baltimore 
and Ohio railroad wreck are that the 
passenger train contained 167 passen- 
gers, all immigrants for Chicago. Moat 
of them were Polish. .

In the work- be only under the form o 
private contributions nnd that there be 
no foreign official interference. 
Professor WaMsteln has securer! the 
active co-operation of King Victor Km- 
mnmtel as president of his organization 
an well ax Emperor William. King Ed- 
ward and President Roosevelt. 
The excavation of Tlerenlaneum will be 


n gigantic enterprise. The work of dlg- 
Eing up tho ancient city was begun oy 
Kins Charles III In 1738 and it was con- 
tinued under the direction of the'Italian 
government In IRfiB. This excavation lias 
always been attended with the greatest 
difficulty, as over tho ruins nf the ancient 
city there stands today the town of Re- 
slna. with 20,000 Inhabitants. The loca- 
tion of Reftina has often made It nec- 
essary to abandon the research work.

that It had entered his 


heart. 
Tho police are unable to discover 


any trace of Dougherty's whereabouts 
previous to the time that a doctor was 
summoned.

The frames may bo purchased for 


from fifteen cents up, according to' 
size, while the beading attached to a 
hoop that Is ready to bo sowed In placo 
costs from forty-nine cents 
up, 
tho 


prlco 
depending upon the length of 


the strands, and also upon the dimen- 
sions of the hoop from which they 
hang. 
With these two necessary es- 


sentials and a yard and a half of Bilk, 
or chintz, (he most elaborate kind of a 
shade can be fashioned. 


Shawllike Shades New. 


Tho smartest shades imported from 


Franco are shawlllke In effect, and In- 
stead of the material being fitted to 
every rod In the frame, a circular piece 
of the material, with the center cut out 
for the chimney. Is made to fit the 
dome shaped wires. 
It then falls in 


graceful folds, the weight of the fringe 
folding It down in place. 


The shawl effects in soft pinks, light 


blues, deep reds or vivid orange shades 
of silk are stunning for use on a din- 
Ing room table or In a parlor or hall. 
The drapery, to give variety, may be 
cut in square or with deep points, four 
or five, according to the size of the 
'raines, or In narrow scollops that, give 
ireadth to the shade. A gimp is being 
much used this year, a narrow piece 
of it in gilt or silver at the bottom 
makes a pretty finish to cover the 
leading of the fringe. 
For these 


shades narrow bead fringe 
can 
be 


sought by the yard instead 
of 
on 


loop. 


While the trimming at the bottom Is 


quite simple, the upper or chimney ef- 
'ect Is often elaborate on some of the 
smartest shades, being fashioned Into 
the appearance of a crown, either elab- 
orately shirred or smocked. 


When this top is joined to the lower 


portion a broad piece of gimp or a rib- 
ion is used to cover the stitches and 
to lend a finished appearance to the 
shade. 


Some Are Hand Decorated. 


Some of these shades are decorated 


wflh hand painted designs copied after 
Louis XIV., XV. and XVI. 
designs, 


vhlle others are 
ornamented 
with 


hand made ribbon flowers, such as

roses, 
forgot-mo-nols. polnsettlas In 


frstnons. or even miniature sunflowers, 
similarly applied, that uro decidedly 
effective. 
The top of such n. shado Is 


Naturally simple to giro all 
promi- 


nence to 
I hi- lower portion, so only 


u Muted or accordion pleated ruffle Is 
lined. The fringe -when put on In Hcal- 
lopH is either long or very short, ac- 
cording tn UK, S|ZI. ,,f tbe candle stick. 


To maid- a enmllo shado first bind 


iho wire frame top and botton with a 
narrow strip of soft cotton cloth to 
give Homothing to sow to. 
Then for 


the lining, take a strip tha depth of 
tho frame, pin it to the bottom, then 
gore It at the ribs by pinning to lit. 
Remove the silk and suw up the goros, 
trim and press the seams open. Then 
sew into placo on tho frame, turning 
the seams toward tho outside of the 
frame so that when covered they will 
not show. 
Next sew the 
material 


straight about the lower edge or pleat 
It plainly In fine pleats If more fullness 
Is desired. Draw the material up to 
the top of tho framo nnd first fasten 
with pins if silk or cretonne is ploatqd, 
so as to get the folds exact. Or In tho 
case of shirring the silk should first bo 
gathered, then the fulness placed be- 
fore the final sewing. 


If the shades arc made In scallops 


each piece, both the lining and outside 
must be fitted in place.

Shortage Occurs Principally in Brown Tones—Range 


in Price from $1. Up to $25—London Smoke the 


Popular Shade. 


Lace hat veils are luxuries just now 


because they are scarce, and the wom- 
an fortunate enough to secure one of 
these in tho favored seal brown, Lon- 
don smoke or black, feels that she has 
something the average woman is with- 
out, 
because the supply Is small in 


comparison to the enormous demand 
for "tho French lace variety in the 
smart shades. 


Though the fall and winter importa- 


tions of these hat 
accessories have 


only recently been opened, there were 
so many more orders than veils to be 
sold that, according to the buyer ot 
veilings in the shops, none were left 
In their establishments three weeks 
after they were put on sale. And now 
these veils that have grown into such 
favor are being imported from abroad 
as fast as possible, but long before 
an order arrives every veil has been 
spoken for and is usually called for 
several times before it reaches here.- 


"It's interesting to watch the wom- 


en line up on a day the veils are ex- 
pected," said a prominent, buyer, "for 
while the majority of the veilings are 
of the same price and quality, every 
woman wants to have tho pick of tho 
lot. a.nd does not want to be obliged 
to take what others have looked over, 
tried on and left on the counter. Then, 
too, while the body of these veilings 
are practically the same, the borders, 
copies of the hand-made Chantilly lace 
ones, are varied, and naturally each 
purchaser wants to get the most, be- 
coming and attractive of these, which 
explains another reason for a rush to 
get the first choice. 


Veils Purchased by the Dozen. 


"They understand, too, that while 


they have ordered a London smoke, 
or perhaps a brown, if thero is a short- 
age in these shades the women who 
arrive first to claim their veils will 
get tho dosirod color, nnd the late 
ones will have to- take what is lefi, 
or none. 


"If I say that, we cannot get enough 


of these lace veils, and that T believe 
no matter how many are 
manufac- 


turer! this year there will still be a 
shortage. I imagine 1 will not ho over- 
estimating tho situation, for this va- 
riety of becoming headdress has be- 
come so popular that enough cannot 
bs secured to supply the demand. 


'"Many women are not. content with 


purchasing one or tw ,, but knowing 
how difficult. It is to got. the three col- 
ors now so fashionable, want to buy 
half it dozen at a time, but with the 
limited imporjations 
t.hi:-, 
wholesale 


buying is not.'permitted, and only one, 
or at. the most two, aro sold to (ho 
same Individual, and those only when 
ordered. 


"Unable to get lace veils, many con- 


tent themselves with chiffons in the 
same colors, and as a result, they, too, 
are becoming scarce, and a shortage 
in them is expected before the winter 
sets in. 


"The extra long veils are not being 


worn much this season, for the de- 
mand is for veils that are a yard and 
a half or two yards in length and from 
eighteen to twenty inches wide. 


Point De Sprit Smart. 


"In the lace hat veils fine net mesh 


with a ring dot, with either narrow or 
wide borders or those 
of Chantilly 


lace, are effective, though some prefer 
tbe fine mesh with tiny chenille dots 
and a border of lace woven into the 
net. 
Then, too, round velvet dots are 


used for veils finished with lace bor- 
ders. 
Most of 
these 
borders 
are 


floral, and copies of roses, lilies of 
the valley and conventionalized flow- 
ers, and all have scalloped edges. 


"Effective, if not as much in demand 


as the lace veilings, are those of point 
de sprit with an 
accordion pleated 


chiffon ruffle around the edge. 
The 


ruffle is not more than 
an 
inch in 


width and is attached to the body of 
the veil by hemstitching. 
On some 


of these veils there are two ruffles, 
the one that finishes the edge and an- 
other about the same width that is 
set. up not more than an inch and a 
half from the top of the lower pleat- 
ing. 


"Tho chiffnn veils in yard and a half 


and two yard lengths or in one and a 
quarter square yards are quite elab- 
orately 
decorated 
with ombroideroJ 


floral borders, with separate leaves or 
flowers in the body, and some of them 
have wide hemstitched borders that 
are of a strongly 
contrasting 
color 


that makes this veiling not only un- 
usual but effective on certain styles of 
hats and worn by decided blondes or 
brunettes. 


"There aro silk 
moussellne 
veils 


that are especially desirable for wear 
on windy days, because the material 
is sheer nnd can be 
readily 
seen 


through, and at. the same time the 
weave is strong enough to keep out 
particles of dust and dirt that are an- 
noying when motoring, or even when 
walking. 
Most of these 
have hem- 


stitched borders nr aro finished with 
pjrcif-irq orlgnd with ribbon. 


"Veilings vary In price from $1.25 


iipw.-irrt, and real Chnntllly laco ones 
can rarely bo bought, for less than $20 
or *2S. 


"TliP face veils are of flno net with 


chenille or velvet dots that, are gen- 
erally qulto close, together. The pop- 
ular shades In these veilings aro wine, 
dt^on rod. <xvoon brown and London 


smoke, though, any shade that matche. 
the hat is appropriate."

The Work of the Church. 


"And this brings us to the second 


point in our discussion—(2)—the work 
of the church. 
You will notice that 


my discourse today takes tip first the 
local— Jesus' idea of life and salvar 
tion: second, the practical—the work 
of the church: and. third, a matter of 
method—the pastor's place. The first, 
tho Ideal, has been given by Jesus; 
the last, the method of tho pastor, 
lias been given in the parly church; 
and tho practical work of the church 
will ever remain a varying problem 
Conditions and temperaments change, 
BO that what has suited In past years 
may not suit, today. I am willing to 
give, all the glory ''no to tho church 
In the past. 
Its mighty 
stories of 


heroin effort and sacrifice; its benefits 
to all perpetually tho story 
of 
the 


cross; Its inspiration of poetry and 
music; 
Its 
hospitals and places of 


refuge. 
Before nil of these 
I 
am 


silent, so great 
Is 
my admiration. 


Still, we cannot look to the past—tho 
present, calls us; but in the streets of 
Fort Wayne tonight will be the young 
men and women of our homes—why 
are they not redeemed and redeeming 
others? 
'If the mountain will not go 


to Mahomet, then Mahomet must go 
to tho mountain'; and may It not he 
true that the church, In its work, 
ought to find some way to go to these 
men and women and redeem them 
for Christ and God? I would not have 
you think I am recommending a new 
propaganda—I 
believe 
in 
all 
the 


church now does—its 
services, 
its 


prayers, its material aid—but I be- 
lieve also that it ought to find itself 
for the present age. 


The Pastor's Place. 


"Third—the 
pastor's place. 
By 


what I have said on tho ideal tor life 
and the work of the church you know 
just about what. I think the pastor's 
place, onght to be. I came to you to 
do just as nearly as I can what I think 
Jesus would do if he were here. Your 
problems of life, your hopes, your as 
piratlons T want to know; an example 
to the young, a solace to the aged;

I am most happy to be 
of service to you, and trust together 
wo may glorify the Christ who made 
us free."
